ate. 


A few minutes earlier, John L. 


Lewis said the C. I. O. was "quite in 
support" of such legislation. 


The bill, Connery said, would pro- 


vide for a board of three to estab- 
lish, a flexible work week of from 
35 to 40 hours, a basic minimum 
wage of 516 a week, and a prohibi- 
tion against movement in interstate 
commerce of products of children 
under 16. 


Would Shelve Plan 


He said the president preferred 


that the Ellenbogen bill fixing la- 
bor standards for the textile indus- 
try be shelved because the Black- 
Connery proposal would cover tex- 
tiles along with other 
industries 


producing for interstate commerce. 


"We could have the Ellenbogen 


bill later, if needed," Connery said.

Confab With Lewis 


Lewis, chief of the Committee for 


Industrial Organization and Sidney 
Hillman. president of the Amalga- 
mated Clothing Workers who also 
is a C. I. O. officer, discussed the 
question with President Roosevelt. 


"Our very prosperity carries with 


it seeds of unemployment." Lewis 
said, calling attention to increased 
mechanization in the mining, steel 
and other industries. 


Lewis said the C. I. O. was for a 


"reasonable approach" to the wage 
and hour problem and contended 
th^ere should be some flexibility in 
establishment of 'hours and wages 
to take care of special conditions in 
various industries. 


Hillman advocated the fixing of 


a work week closer to 30 than 40 
hours, although he too favored flex- 
ibility. 


Lewis expressed the hope the leg- 


islation would be enacted this ses- 
sion.

delegate to an official the right to 
spend $3.000.000 as he pleases and it

As a matter of fact. Mr. Roose- 


velt might even at this late day

lems arise in the use of wood pulps, 
particularly ground wood and sul- 
phite, made from coniferous wood 
containing a mixture of resins. The 
amount of resin present in ducts 
and ray cells is dependent upon the 
species and freshness of the wood," 
Mr. Fitzgerald said. 


"Aging wood reduces 
the total 


amount of resins through oxidation 
and polymerization of both the nat- 
ural resin acids and the unsaturatcd 
fatty acids. Storage of wood chips 
for a few weeks is equal, in the 
elimination of pitch troubles, to ag- 
ing wood or logs for a period of six 
months to a year. This is because 
chips lose moisture quickly and oxi- 
dation of the resin takes place more 
readily." Mr. Fitzgerald said.

chemicals and so-called pitch-cures 
which are added to the stock in the 
beater, the speaker explained, but 
securing a trouble free pulp is the 
main answer to all pitch problems.

Over in the populous Flint-Saginaw 


. area a few days "ago public utility em- 


L ployes struck. 
The strike demoralized 


• the entire area. It not only left homes 


dark, it crippled great industries that de- 


: pended upon it for operation and it black- 


ened the entire business district. 


"This is the first real taste the public 


has obtained of the Wagner law princi- 
ple which would put no curb whatever 
upon the workers. 


Every effort made by the minority in 


congress to prevent just such a wrong 
•was steamrollered by the Administration, 
still greateful for that $600,000 contribu- 
tion by Mr. Lewis and all that gentlemen's 
strenuous political labor in West Virginia 
and Pennsylvania. 


The Administration simply sold out -the 


public, not necessarily in the sense that it 
was bartering public rights for Mr. Lewis' 
support. It may believe that the way to 
run a country is to throw the rains of gov- 
ernment entirely into the hands of one 
body and not even consider that body cap- 
able of doing a wrong or making a mis- 
take. 


Even up in Canada, granger, liberal, 


non-wealthy Canada, strikes against pub- 
lic utilities are prohibited for a period of 
30 days so that the public, the government, 
may learn what the dispute is about and 
see if it cannot be settled. 


But in our country, under Roosevelt 


the Popular, if six working men get a 
pain, in the mid-ribs and feel a strike 
coming on what is the difference if 10,- 
000 other workers are foreclosed of mak- 
ing a living? 


This is the exaltation of personal lib- 


erty. In fact it is the basic principle of 
anarchy as a certain sect in Barcelona 
is presently demonstrating. 


" Now, in fact, the Flint-Saginaw public 


utility strike hurt the public utility least 
of all. 
It was hardly scratched. It has 


a monopoly of its particular service in 
that community. 
True, its revenue was 


cut off for the period of the strike but it 
didn't lose hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars through damage to goods in process 
of manufacture but was hurt only to the 
extent of the immediate disruption. 
The 


public over there took an awful licking. 


The public anywhere will take an aw- 


ful licking where the principle of the 
Wagner act prevails as it does in Wis- 
consin. 


WHEN IS A FARMER? 


The supreme 
court 
of 
the United 


States has actually been called upon to 
decide when a man is a farmer. 


The decision may come in handy be- 


cause we have had to make distinctions 
between dirt 
farmers 
and 
gentlemen 


farmers, city farmers and practical farm- 
ers, and the question took on a rather 
dizzy shade when a candidate for office 
declared he was a farmer and an opponent 
denied it. 


It seems that a man by the name of 


Beach made application for certain bene- 
fits upon the ground that he was a farmer 
and the act of congress gave its benefits 
to farmers. 
But Mr. Beach had been a 


merchant all his life until the depression 
sort of swept his goods out to sea where- 
upon he was reminded that he had a 
190-acre farm in Connecticut that had 
been in the family for 200 years because 
nutmeggers, as residents of Connecticut 
are called, never let anything go' unless 
the tornado of depression takes it away 
from thorn. 


Mr. Justice Cardozo who wrote the 


opinion for the supreme court—and for- 
tunately a unanimous one—found that 
Mr. Beach had a total income of $2200 
from his farm gained by renting three- 
fourths of the acreage and devoting the 
balance to the cultivation of hay, vege- 
tables, flowers, fruit and poultry. 


Justice Cardozo wrote: 


"The products of his toil were food 


for him and his dependents, and the 
farmhouse was his home." 
Approaching the contention of the op- 


position that the man was not a farmer 
but a landowner who lived primarily by 
rents, the learned justice continued: 


"His rentals, like his labor, smacked 


of the soil and made him not less but 
more a farmer than he would have 
been without them. 


"Farming and leasing of the land 


must be viewed in combination if we 
are to gain a true perspective. 


"Far from stepping into another 


business, he has been faithful to the 
old one in thus dividing up the till- 
age. 
,To get a living out of the land in 


one way or' another is the thread of 
common purpose that binds the labor 
and the leases, and enables us to find 
in them the tokens of the same vo- 
cation. 


"In brief, the man is seen to be 


a farmer by every test of common 
Fpeech. though his income has- been 
garnered in rents as well as products." 
So we must consider this question set- 


tled for all time.

authoritative definition of a farmer. 
It 


is based upon the soil. Its roots go down 
into the soil. It lives on the soil and it 
works with the soil. For the farmer and 
the soil are forever intermarried.

TO THE MAJORITY OF MEN

io-sclerosis, "apoplexy, enlargement 
and muscular impairment of the 
heart, chronic 
nephritis, angina 


pectoris, cardiac thrombosis and 
other interesting denouements. 


Yes. yes, I am mindful of the fact 


that this is health column, yet a 
good working knowledge of person- 
al hygiene involves recognition of 
the fact that death comes to the ma- 
jority of men thru the portal of 
cardiovascular degeneration. If life 
begins at forty for some men, others 
as we find by health assay, begin 
to die at thirty-five. For instance, in 
a tabulation of a group of 774 male 
patients in a large clinic 20 per cent 
were found to have developed ar- 
teriosclerosis before the age of for- 
ty, and 703 female patients less than 
1 per cent had developed arterios- 
clerosis before the age of forty. This 
abulation was made several years 
ago — before women began to smoke 
and drink as many women do to- 
day;

would show a larger proportion of 
women beginning before forty to 
die.

There are two main provisions. 


One prohibits exportation to bel- 
ligerents of arms, ammunition or 
implements of war (airplanes, (as 
guns. etc.). That is mandatory and 
is supported widely. 


The other gives the President dis- 


cretionary 
authority to prohibit 


American ships carrying other sup- 
plies, such as cotton, joil. steel, to 
belligerents. That is the main phase 
of the so-called "cash and carry" 
and is wholly discretionary. The 
second phase of "cash and carry" is 
that the President may require bel- 
ligerent purchasers to pay cash for 
goods bought here. 


Both phases are designed to'keep 


Americans from having a cash in- 
terest in the war.

There was a stern fight in con- 
gress about whether the President 
should be given discretion in the 
"cash and carry" section. Senators 
Nye of North Dakota and Clark of 
Missouri opposed giving the Presi- 
dent any discretion whatever be* 
cause in their munitions investiga- 
tion they were sickened by a con- 
viction that war-profiteers forced 
President Wilson into the World 
War.

But still the bill doesn't guarantee 


neutrality. Congress sought to give 
it a color of permanency by elim- 
inating 
the expiration date that 


neutrality legislation heretofore has 
carried.' (The "cash and carry" ap- 
plies only for two years.) 


But even so. only the color of 


permanency exists. And the same 
pressures that pushed the country 
into the war in 1917 could easily 
brush aside the neutrality act. For 
instance, part of the present boom 
in steel and copper is the result of 
foreign armament buying. 


If war should break out soon, 


and the neutrality act threatened to 
cut 
off these shipments, there 


would be pressure to end it. 


Under the discretionary act the 


pressure would .be upon the Presi- 
dent .Under a mandatory act .it 
would be upon congress. That is a 
major difference. 


Few in congress agree with Nye 


and Clark that such pressure alone 
could put the country into war. 
But repetition 
of ship sinkings, 


either our own or foreign ships, and 
a belief that one certain side had to 
win in order for America to be 
safe, would put another light on the 
picture. From the clash of opinions 
about which side "ought" to win in 
Spain, it is evident that Americans 
still will take sides—and perhaps 
get mad enough to fight

Moscow—tr>—Overwhelmed 
by 


the phenomenal increase in the 
Moscow birthrate since pasage in 
June 1936, of the law banning abor- 
tions, government authorities are 
hastening to provide better care for 
expectant mothers. Clubs, restaur- 
ants and factory kitchens have 
been taken over for conversion into 
lying-in-homes. 


The Moscow birthrate has more 


than doubled since a year ago. Au- 
thorities expect 150,000 new babies 
this year as compared with 70,000 
in 1935. 


There . are only 2.800 maternity 


beds in Moscow, many of them be- 
ing in converted buildings ill-fit- 
ted for hospital work. By rushing 
hospital construction and convert- 
ing 
other 
buildings, 
authorities 


hope to provide another 1.650 beds 
before the year is out. Even this 
addition however is reckoned as 
inadequate.

The laws say that the income tax 


shall not apply to "corporations 
and any community chest, fund or 
foundation, organized and operated 
exclusively for religious, charit- 
able, scientific, literary or educa- 
tional purposes, or for the preven- 
tion of cruelty to children or ani- 
mals, no part of the net earnings 
of which inures to the benefit of 
any private shareholder or individ- 
ual, and no substantial part of the 
activities of which is carrying on 
propaganda, or otherwise attempt- 
ing to influence legislation." 


The specific provisions against at- 


tempts to influence legislation has 
been plainly violated during recent 
legislative session by tax-exempt 
religious bodies, not always with 
full public approval, and in certain 
cases to the indignation of citizens 
who believe themselves to be liber- 
al and progressive. 
Supreme Court Rules That 
Source of Income is Immaterial 


The public generally 
may not 


know that organizations of the kind 
mentioned here are exempt from 
the income tax, even when they 
compete with private business firms 
that have to pay tax. But the su- 
preme court has decided that the 
source of income is immaterial if 
it is used for the pcrmissable pur- 
pose and, in a specific case, exempt- 
ed income derived from the sale of 
wine, chocolate and other articles.

tor sometimes has

Senate Gives Approval to 


Most of Administra- 


tion's Proposals 


Lansinjr. Mich. —CD—The success 


or failure of Governor 
Murphy's 


legislative program rested today 
with the house of representatives. 


The senate, where a Republican 


minority had the power to block the 
passage of any measure and where 
trouble had been expected in some 
Democratic quarters, had given the 
go signal to the bulk of the adminis- 
tration measures. Welfare reorgan- 
ization, prison and parole reform 
and civil service had been approved, 
with Republicans'boosting the Dem- 
ocrating proposals. 


The governor's labor relations bill 


was introduced in the house, and 
remains locked in the labor commit- 
tee. The budget, around which all 
else revolves, awaited final house 
action. 


Murphy has tried persistently to 


pry the civil service bill from the 
house state affairs committee. He 
has talked with delegation after 
delegation of legislators, and in each 
case has isssued the warning that 
"good government as well as good 
politics demand enactment of the 
merit system bill." The senate ap- 
proved the measure in a fortn en- 
tirely acceptable to the executive. 


Pushes Labor Bill 


The governor likewise has urged 


action on his labor relations bill. He 
has informed members of the legis- 
lature he is willing to yield j on 
many points, particularly on a pro- 
vision giving him dictatorial pow- 
ers to handle labor difficulties in 
time of emergencies, to which some 
labor organizations 
objected. The 


measure, however, has not appear- 
ed.The senate Republicans, who 
could have blocked its passage en- 
tirely, offered no protest to Mur- 
phy's plan to abolish the present 
state prison commission and to es- 
tablish in its place a new commis- 
sion and a state corrections depart- 
ment. The administration program 
fitted in almost precisely with ideas 
advanced by former Republican ex- 
ecutives.

His first overcall. one di- 
amond, was correct in that it left 
the way open for partner to show 
any strength ihe might have in the 
major suits at a low level.

East's two no trump was, of course, 
a. psychic endeavor to frighten the 
enemy and to buy the contract as 
cheaply as possible in diamonds. 
South's free rebid was highly ques- 
tionable despite the strength of his 
club suit. Diamonds had been bid 
to his left, which presumably rob- 
bed his outside king of its value. 
West's bid of three hearts 
was 


largely predicated on East's strong 
bid of two no trump. But when East 
ran out of the three heart double, 
not to four diamonds, but to live, 
he -was making the situation crystal 
clear to all players, including his 
partner. The trouble was that he 
gave himself credit for 
transcen- 


dental intelligence and ihis partner 
credit for none. His two no trump 
bid. in the light of his later dia- 
mond jump, had been exposed as 
psychic. Surely he should not have 
thought that West would be fooled 
into doubling the six club contract 
unless West himself held tricks that 
could not be killed by the obvious 
length of East's diamonds.

How can the Hopi Indians dare to 


handle rattlesnakes as they do in 
their snake dances? How can they 
be quite safe from the bites?" 


Those questions 
have 
puzzled 


great numbers of people. In 
our 


story yesterday, we spoke of men 
with eagle-wands who poked at the 
snakes and made 
them bite the 


wands instead of the men who held 
them. That explains the safety in 
part, but it is not the whole story. 
Now and then an Indian is bitten, 
but we are told that this seldom, if 
ever, leads to death. 


The first thing that comes to our 


minds is that the rattlesnakes might 
have their fangs taken out before 
the dance, but study has proved 
that snakes with fangs are used in 
the ceremony. 


The medicine men would like to 


have it believed that magic keeps 
the dancers safe. The snake dance is 
part of the tribe's religion, and is 
meant to bring rain from the sky. 
The more magic there seems to be 
in the ceremony, the greater seems 
the power of Hopi medicine men. 


The fact is that the dancers do not 


like to be bitten by the snakes. A 
bite docs not feel good, whether it 
causes death or not. 


Mr. H. R. Voth made friends with 


some Hopi Indians, and was told 
that when a man is bitten he is giv- 
en an Asida Remata beetle to eat. 
sometimes raw. sometimes after il 
has been "cooked in hot water." He 
was told of two secret herbs used 
to cure those who suffer bites. 


The best way of explaining the 


problem, however, seems to me one 
recently given by an Indian. He said 
that before the snakes are used in 
the dancing, they are made to lose 
their venom. This is done in a secret 
chamber or "kiva" where the snakes 
are kept before the ceremony starts. 
Pieces of skin or leather are placed 
where the snakes will strike out 
and bite. As they sink their fangs in 
the skin or leather, they lose the 
poison fluid. If enough of this is 
done, we are told that it drains the 
poison sacs so there is none left, or 
so little that it will not be very 
harmful. 


Some persons suppose that a rat- 


tlesnake's age can be told by the 
number of rings in its rattle, but 
this is not entirely true. A new ring 
is added each time the snake molts, 
but some of the snakes lose their 
skins twice in a year, others three 
times. We must also remember that 
the rings on a long rattle sometimes 
break off at the end. It is not often 
that we find a rattle with more than 
12 rings, but in the British museum 
is a rattle with 21 rinss.

The east walls of the state refor- 


matory at Green Bay will be re- 
paired with granite cut by WPA 
•workers in the' town of Amberg, 
Marinette county. The granite cut- 
ting project is the only one of its 
type operating in Wisconsin, ac- 
cording to Mark Muth, Green Bay. 
director of WPA district No. 2. 


The rough granite is quarried by 


inmates of the Green Bay institu- 
tion, who are stationed at the state- 
owned quarry. State-owned trucks 
are used to transport the large 
blocks of stone a distance of three 
miles to the WPA project at Am- 
berg. 


Each stone is cut. faced and num- 


bered according to cutting plans.

When the rough stone is brought in- 
to the shop the stone cutter is given 
a card specifying the exact dimen-

sions of the finished block. 


The work is being done under 


the supervision of Wm. E. Huebner, 
an expert granite cutter. The pro- 
ject has employed 30 WPA work- 
ers throughout the winter. 


Two sections of wall are to be 


completed on this project. 112 feet

high, with 55 arched windows. The

New Windows From 


Chapel at Paris Fair 


Wualaffton, D. C.—The Paris Ex- 


position this summer will play a 
part in bringing Notre Dame Cath- 
edral nearer to completion. At the 
exposition a unique chapel will be 
erected,'containing 12 altars repre- 
senting 12 nations, and* adorned 
with beautiful stained glass win- 
dows. After the exposition is clos- 
ed, this stained glass will be re- 
moved to Notre Dame where, re- 
placing panes of colorless glass, it 
will ' provide 
windows more in 


keeping with the cathedral's deep- 
tinted rose windows. 


-"The massive Gothic cathedral of 


Notre Dame begun in the twelfth 
century has never been completed." 
says a bulletin from the National 
Geographic Society. "Not only are 
some of its windows without their 
requisite colored glass, but the 
twin towers on Its western facade, 
lacking the spires with which they 
were originally destined to be sur- 
mounted, remain square and trun- 
cated. 


Ghost of Hunchback 


"Plodding up several hundred 


spiral steps in a dark, narrow tur- 
ret, one emerges into sudden sun- 
light on a high stone gallery con- 
necting the two towers. 


On the gallery's parapet, where 


cooing doves promenade lean gro- 
tesque stone gargoyles who look 
out over the roofs of Paris with 
cynical leers and sneers. Having 
their pictures snapped beside these 
bizarre creatures remains a popular 
pastime with Notre Dame sight- 
seers. 


"From the gallery one obtains a 


splendid view of the city. What this 
famous view was like in the Middle 
Ages has been described by Victor 
Hugo in his novel 'Notre Darne de 
Pans,' which uses the cathedral as 
a background. Directly below, in 
front of the cathedral, lies tfee open 
space in which the novel's heroine, 
the gypsy girl 
Esmeralda, was 


snatched from threatened execution 
by the hunchback, Quasimodo, and 
carried for sanctuary into the cath- 
edral. 


"From the gallery one enters the 


chamber in the south tower where 
Quasimodo is reputed to have rung 
[he bells in the 15th century. Here 
liangs the Bourdon, a bell so large 
that a dozen awestruck people can 
assemble at once under its tentlike 
metal expanse. Weighing nearly 
thirteen tons, it is one of the giant j 
bells of Europe. 


Napoleon Crowned 


"Due to Victor Hugo's genius, 


most visitors to Notre Dame think, 
not of the many historic person-' 
ages who actually entered its por- 
tals, but of the 
fictitious red- 


haired, one-eyed hunchback in his 
medieval pied costume. One finds 
paintings of him in Paris's Carnava- 
let Museum, and in the Wiertz 
Museum 
in Brussels. 
Sightseers 


buying postcards from a hunch- 
back vendor outside the cathedral 
nudge each other and whisper 
•Quasimodo.' 


"Varied and strange scenes have 


taken place in this vast somber 
edifice. St. Lguis. France's crusader 
king, entered it in 1248 to receive 
his pilgrim's staff from the Bishop 
before setting out on a crusade to 
the Holy Land. In 1431 ten-year-old 
King Henry VI of England was 
crowned King of France in Notre 
Dame. In 1779 its nave and aisles! 
were fragrant with orange blos- 
soms as one hundred brides were 
married. These .were poor girls 
given dowries by Louis XVI as an 
act of thanksgiving for the birth o 
one of his children. 


"During the Age of Reason, four 


teen years later, statues of saints 
were pulled down from niches, anc 


statues of Voltaire and Rousseau 
substituted. 
Church • ritual 
was 


done away with'and a ballet dancer 
was installed as a Goddet* of Rea 
ton. In "1804 Notre Dame, again 
functioning as a cathedral, glittered 
with splendor for the. coronation 
of Napoleon. 


Object* of Interest 


"Entering the Treasury of Notre 
Dame one is shown objects of 
secular interest such as Napoleon's 
coronation mantle and sacred re- 
liquaries containing part of the re- 
puted Crown of Thorns and other 
relics procured from the Holy Land 
by St. Louis. One of the most valu- 
ed treasures of the cathedral is a 
famous gold-crowned, dark statue 
of the Virgin venerated since the 
14th century called 'Notre Dame dc 
Paris.' 


"During the Feast of the Assump- 


tion on August 15. this statue is 
displayed in the cathedral, borne in 
procession by six soldiers-carrying 
her on poles resting on their 
shoulders. On that day the vast 
building is jammed with people. 
The mysterious gloom is flooded 
with incense and organ music. The 
altar is a blaze of candles, drawing 
one's eyes away from the gorgeous 
blue stained glass windows. Pre- 
ceded by girls in white' veils and 
by church dignitaries, the celebrat-
